Tramps Rub Alexander Ralph'* Xmue. 


Mr. Alexander Kalph, of "Arlington," 


near Camp Hill Station, on the North Penn 


woke up oo Sunday to find 
had ransacked the entire lower part'of his 
house. There was no sign of a jimmy or 
other tool being used to force an entrance, 
and Mr. Kalph believes that one of the men 
secieted himself in the house during the 
evening and opened the house for his fel- 
lows. There had been a dinner party there 
on Saturday evening, and the burglars fared 
royallyon what they found in the refrigerator 
and in the preserve shelves in the pantry. 
they carried off every bit of precious metal 
they could lay hands on, from the cook's 
spectacles to the family silver, marked with 
the monogram A. R. The work is supposed 
to have been done by tramps, who, owing 
to a benevolent rule iu the Ralph household, 
have been for years fed there, to the num- 
ber of seven or eight, every day. 


— The fusion between the Populists and 


the silver Democrats seems likely to suffer 
an abrupt termination when the national 
convention of the Populist party meets in 
Memphis next month. Tom Watson, who, 
with his middle-of-the-road followers, seems 
likely to control the convention, in a recent 
issue of his paper denounces the semi-na' 
silver-dollar proposition and says: "We 
genuine Pops contend that fiatisni which is 
good for 40 cents is good for 100 cents. 
If 


the principle ot fintism is sound it is sound 
all the way. It cannot be just sound enough 
to make up the 40 cents difference between 
siver and gold. If the Government stamp 
can make 40 cents out of nothing, it can 
make 100 cents out of the same material." 


—Japan has sold to people of' the United 


States in the past decade goods amounting 
to 313 million yen, the value of the yen 
being about equivalent to the dollar, while 
she has bought from us goods valued at only 
78 million yen. This simple fact disposes 
of all the humbuggery which the free-traders 
are indulging in about the alleged pro- 
bability that Japan will retaliate upon the 
passage of the new tariff bill by shutting out 
American goods. Her statesmen and finan- 
ciers are too wise to cut off one: dollar's 
worth of market for American goods, when 
by doing so t),ey will destroy four dollars' 
worth of market for their own. 


—The Hamilton Rood Bill has been signed 


by the Governor. It carries with it an 
annual appropriation of half a million dol- 
lars. While this is not a large sum it 
establishes the principle of State aid for the 
roads. It is well to remember that the ap- 
propriation to the public schools- started at 
the same sum—half a million, and has grown 
to over ten times that Bum. There is then- 
fore good ground for-hope that the State aid 
to Toads, provided, by the law in question, 
will gradually grow to such proportions as 
will materially assist in carrying out the law 
as fully as its framers intended it should.

necessary consequence of the reciprocal 
participation of such a region in the business 
of governing this country. The Senate will 
do well to face all such questions with the 
utmost frankness. The assured benefit of 
perpetual free trade with the United States 
would be a most adequate compensation to 
Hawaii for all that it can possibly give up ; 
and it could not reasonably expect—at least 
for a long time,—to be allowed to send 
representatives to Washington.—Review of 
Reviews.

CLAY PIPES. 


One Enclliih Family Ha» Made Them For 


Aoriut Three Hundred Yean. 


It Is difficult to state with any degree of 


auonrncy when tobncoo waa first Introduced 
Into Europe, but it Is generally believed 
that Sir Walter Raleigh took It to England 
toward the end of tho sixteenth century. 
With tho introduction of tobacco came the 
need of tobacco pipes, as1 before tobnoco 
smoking began tho smoking of herbs and 
leaves, even for medicinal purposes, was 
not at all general. It Is stated that at 
Braiieloy, In Shropshire, the first clay pipes 
wem made, urnl, although many are made 
In Glasgow and elsewhere, the ^rasoloy 
clay pipes are the best known among old 
iinotcers the world over, and their manu- 
facture Is still continued by descendants 
of tho original makers. 


T'se cloy for making the pipes is and 


always has been obtained from Devon and 
Cornwall, the absence of coal iln those dis- 
tricts and tho abundance of It in Braseley 
baring oflcrod sufficient inducement to 
tho i curly manufacturers to settle there. 
Pipemuklng In the early days of Us Intro- 
duction was n vory different hmttor from 
what It Is now. 
Then the greater part of 


the manipulation was performed by the 
master, and 20 or 24 gross were the largest 
>iuunuiy evor our.nen in one Kim. 
inig 


required about a ton of coal. Each, pipe 
rested on Its bowl, and the stem was sup- 
ported by rings of pipeclay pinned one 
upon tho other as the kiln became Oiled. 
The result was that at least 80 per cent 
were warped or broken In the kiln. 


At the present time the preliminary 


preparations of the clay are made by men, 
bat the most delicate part Is almost en- 
tirely intrusted to the hands of women. 
The pipes are placed In "taggers" to bo 
burned after the Ddtoh modo, and from 
350 to 400 gross in ouo kiln are not an un- 
common quantity, Tho breakage! amount 
to not more than 1 per cent. One collector 
has a splendid collection of old clay pipes, 
tho.oldest ol them, from their trademarks, 
balling froia Brascley and being dated as 
long ago as the year 1000.—New York 
Sun.

HBO for the whole Union. 
The six mid- 


dle states taken collectively give an aver- 
age of tttfitO of bouse property por Inhabit- 
ant, wLich Is double the ratio found in 
Great Britain, and hence it 'may be af- 
firmed that the reople of these states are, 
on the whole, tho best housed community 
in the world. 


The average wealth per inhabitant has 


nlmost quadrupled In 40 years, a marvel- 
ous proof of the progress of these states 
imd unparalleled In Europe, for MoCulloch 
lays'lti down that only prosperous nations 
can double their wealth in that Interval. 
The accumulation In tho middle states per 
inhabitant has been $10.30 per annum 
higher than In New England and exactly 
double the average accumulation yearly in 
Great Britain In the Interval of 1880-95. 
Agricultural wealth forms only 15 per 
cent of the total In the middle states, 
whereas It Is 86 per cent In tho whole of 
the Union.—Michael G. Mulhall, F. S. S., 
hi North American Beview. 


SOME GIANTS OF OLD. 


SEVERAL OF THE MOST NOTEWOR- 


THY SPECIMENS. 


Die Prodicloiu Strength ot Polydamn*. 


Maxlmluufi, the Imperial Giant— Skele- 
ton of •> Tiill Frenchman—How Ireland 
"Went the Whole Uog." 


It there Is one thing In tho show tiunl- 


ni'ss which can be depended en to draw, It 
Is a giant, provided always that he be big 
enough. 


But giants existed IOIIK before this prnf- 


Itiiblo business was lineufwl, and the 
mimes of man} of them hu\e been bunded 
ddwn to posterity simply because they 
were of huge proportions and combined 
with their abnormal development a pro- 
portional amount of strength. Tims, It is 
probable that hud Goliath of Gutli, whose 
h<lght theologians place at over 10 feet, 
not been tho strongest as well as the biggest 
vmrrlor among the Philistines, we should 
never have heard of him. The same argu- 
ment applies to Moab, king of tho Amor- 
lh s, and Og, king of Baslian. Orestes, 
too, was ll'/i feet high, according to the 
Grecian legends, and he. together with 
-AjM.t tho Greater, hud they not been gifted 
with strength In proportion to their bulk, 
would have been only ordinary soldiers of 
tin1 Grecian army bofore Troy. 


When history begins, however—that In, 


when Rome began to reach Its highest 
point of civilisation in the time of Au- 
gustus and learned men began to write 
about the times they lived in, Instead of 
tho times that had gone by long before they 
were born—wo got authentic records of 
ghints. In Augustus' time, for Instance, 
there wore, according to the authority of 
Valerius, two giants in Borne who were 
over 10 feet high. Their names were Munis 
and Souundlllu, and they wore keepers of 
the gates of the gardens of Sullust. 
Then 


agnln we have a record in Pliny of one 
Polydamus, tho son of Nloas, who was 
over 9 feet Jilgh and whose strength ri- 
valled thut of Hercules himself. 
Poly- 


damns used, in fact, to boast his superior- 
ity to that Roman deity and perform his 
special tricks. For example, he onoo Blew 
a lion with a blow of his fist and scattered 
Its bruins about the arena Ho could with 
his haud stop tho swiftest chariot dead, 
and on one occasion seized a bull by tho 
hoof In ordor to carry it away, hut the 
animal struggled so violently that the 
lux if wiis left In his hand. 
In the end ho 


was killed by tho falling In of a cave. 
When his companions noticed thut the 
roof was falling, they left, but Polydamns 
was so vain about his strength that ho 
thought ho could not be killed. 
So he 


staid and was finally crushed to death. 


The Emperor Vitelllus sent to Darius 


by way of a present a .Tew named Eleazer, 
who was 7 cubits high—that Is, reckoning 
the cubit at 18 Inches, 10 feet 0 inches— 
and a ginnfc who is mentioned by the his- 
torian Tacitus was over 9 feet. 
His name 


waH Corbulo, and lie lived in Nero's time 
and was a more than usually skillful gen- 
eral and soldier, besides being an enor- 
mously strong man. 
An account of the 


ancient giants would be incomplete with- 
out mentioning Maxliuinus, the Imperial 
giant of the third century. 
The most ex- 


traordinary stories are told of this emperor 
of Home. His height was 8 feet 10 Inohes, 
he could draw unaided a loaded wagon 
which six oxen could not move, while his 
appetite was RO great that his usual rations 
rur HID uny UUUHISOUU ot <tu pounds ot meat 
and a whole amphora of wJne, besides 
bread and dried and fresh fruits. 


Wediffivul giants 'are plentiful, 
but, 


strange to say, the records of thorn ure 
not so authentic as those of the times of 
tho emperors. Ftinnian, u Scottish giant 
who flourished in 1837, seems to be the 
mofct authentic of these, but as he is put 
down as being ovor 11 feet high the state- 
ment should not be criticised too closely. 
Still moro startling, however, is tho fol- 
lowing, -which Is vouched for by a monas- 
tery full of monks: In 1809 some work 
men, 
digging ucar Rouen, came across a 


cave in which were some human bones 
and a copper plate, bearing the words, 
"Htre Ho the remains of the groat and 
miglity Chevalier Rioon do Vnllemont " 
The skull was large enough to have held 
a bushel of wheat and the shinbone was 
over 4 feet long. It (the bone) was pre- 
served by tho above mentioned monks, and 
it was estimated thut the height of the de- 
funct knight must have exceeded 18 feet. 
A stranger, though somewhat similar, 
legend comes from Ireland, but In this 
case the discoverers thought that they 
would, t ) use an expression popular 20 or 
80 ycara ugo, go "tho whole hog or none.' 
It happened In 1008. Some men were dig- 
ging In Ireland when they oame across a 
brick tomb which eontaiued a human 
skeluton no less than 130 feet long. 
But 


there is a "rulson d'etre" for all those leg- 
ends 
According to a German professor, 


these bones, which wore supposed by ig- 
norant persons to be those of human be 
ings, were probably those of mastodons or 
sown other fossilized remains, which to 
the uninitiated would look exactly like 
those of a man.—London Standard.

Showing Uo» Easily • Bit; Fortune Can 


Be Accumulated. 


Frugality la the cornerstone of wealth. 


Unhappily, 'however, there are few who 
realize the truth of this maxim, or at least 
who exemplify it in the practical affairs of 
life. With tho same prudent and economic 
habits which characterized the founders of 
gome of our great American fortunes, 
there is no reason why thousands who are 
now struggling on the ragged edge of pov- 
erty should not be in prosperous circum- 
stances, if not Indeed rich.

Young men with ample sal- 


aries and bright prospects in life, who 
oould easily put away something each 
month, prefer either to squander their In- 
comes in riotous living 01 else make ship- 
wreck of their opportunities by rushing 
headlong into speculative enterprises with- 
out consulting the advice of older heads. 
Whatever may be said of the slow methods 
of acquiring wealth which are now de- 
spised In certain quarters, they do not lack 
the charm of honesty, and while they may 
not give rise to colossal fortunes In a sin- 
gle night they are less apt to end In dis- 
grace and failure. 


What the young men of this generation 


need to bo taught is that patience is a 
virtue and that corruption wins not .more 
than honesty. With these simple maxims 
Implanted In their minds they Will be con- 
tent to look for wealth in tne beaten paths 
of safety and not in the byways of deceit 
and crookedness. Some few weeks ago 
one of the loading papers of the country 
published a tiibio showing the .'results of 
legitimate accumulation which one might 
reasonably expect In 60 years.

The neyaote of Nature* 


Tho Chinese find in the deep roar of tho

Professor B. Sllliman, too, in his "Prin- 


ciples of Physios," says that "this tone is 
held to be middle F of the piano, which 
may therefore he considered the keynote 
of nature." This can easily be put to the 
test by any one In the following way: Go 
outside soino fine night when sounds ore 
clear and listen to the general sound of 
nature as from a distance. It will suggest 
it tone of a certain pitch. 
Keeping this 


in your mind, go inside and strike tbe 
middle F of the piano. The two sounds 
will be found to correspond in pitch.— 
Harper's Round Table.

DESCRIPTION OF AN IMPORTANT CHI- 


CAGO INDUSTRY,. 


That City and Milwaukee Supply the De- 


mand of the United States and JSugland 
For Flatter Cant Work—A Peep Into 
One of the Noigelegs WorkHhopa. 


Chicago holds a place in the world of 


Brt which very few people dreum she pos- 
sesses. The western metropolis is the cen- 
ter of trade and the market for all th«J 
decorative plaster cast work which U used 
in the country. Chicago not only supplies 
the Mississippi valley and the west with 
conies in plaster from the masters, but 
nearly all of the cast. 


The trade In Chicago has an able com- 


petitor In Milwaukee in the kind of work 
turned out, but no such amount of work 
comes from the casting shops of that sinter 
city as is turned out here. However, the 
combined trade of Milwaukee and Chicago 
manages to supply the demand of all the 
United States and even that of England. 


Tho dirty Italian peddler who goes from 


house to house selling his little plaster 
Venuscs and Dianas did not learn his 
trade in sunny Italy. It is not an Impor- 
tation from his native shores. 
The pretty 


copies of the beautiful and fantastic in art 
are not a breath of some great foreign ar- 
tistic atmosphere brought here by the 
scum of Roman and Milanese streets. The 
plaster works of art on sale in Chicago are 
an indigenous product, the work of native 
hands and native thought. 


There are at least a dozen firms In opera- 


tion here. 
The work which they furnish 


for the public includes not only the little 
statuettes, bas-reliefs and busts which are 
familiar to the oyes of pedestrians In shop 
windows, but also the extensive decorative 
work in plaster used in the conetruotion 
of buildings. 


The trade of tlio decorative plasterer, as 


this kind of artist is known, is simple, yet 
interesting. The men employed are divid- 
ed into two classes, tho molders, or sculp- 
tors, and the castors. 


The sculptors are mon of ability. They 


perform the most important work in olay.j 
They originate the designs and copy clay 
figures from tho great musters. With deft 
touch and idealistic thought they fashion 
beautiful bits of work from the wet clay. 
It is a work of upbuilding, of fashioning 
from the lifeless clay the laughing head 
of a woman or tho pardonicul grin of a 
faun. 
The sculptor works only in clay 


and models with his blunt, flat pencil 
great panels and strips of graceful, decora- 
tive work for tho interior finish of build- 
ings. On him hangs tbe responsibility and 
on him depends all the success of the fu- 
ture work. Ho is the modeler of designs 
which the plasterers use us the matrices 
of innumerable copies. 


When the model In clay is completed, it 


is laid aside for 48 houra to dry. 
During 


that time tho water used in softening the 
clay to make it malleable evaporates, leav- 
ing the work of tho sculptor almost as 
hard and durable as marble. This stage in 
plaster work is called clay modeling. 


The design is now ready for the casters. 


The clay model is brushed with shellac and 
prepared for the covering of gelatin glue 
and tho making of the glue mold. 
The 


model is covered first with a so called 
t.hell. This is made of plaster and fits over 
tho model like the full high cover of a flat 
snlad plate. 
An aperture is then made in 


the shell as it rests npon the model, and 
into this aperture tho liquid gelatin glue 
is poured. It flows around the intricate 
design of the model and is left overnight 
to harden. 


In tho morning, when the shell Is re- 


moved, this glue mold has hardened and 
can itself bo lifted entire from the clay 
model beneath. It bears on its underside 
an exact imprint of the model, and it has 
the consistency of a piece of soft India 
rubber. It Is durable, however, and serves 
as the mold from which the plaster casts 
themselves are made. 


Generally large clay models are taken 


in sections, so that tho glue mold is of 
manageable size. Into it is poured the 
liquid plaster, forming the head or arm or 
figure in plaster the exact counterpart of 
the clay. 


The third stage, that of pouring the 


plaster into the glue mold, requires a cer- 
tain amount of dexterity and neatness, 
for the material hardens quickly, and no 
time can be lost. 
When a model is made 


in sections, the plaster imitation Is glued 
together to make the whole and then cov-. 
ered with shellac to protect it from soiling 
by the dust and soot of the atmosphere. 


The workshop of the plaster molders Is 


a curious place. 
No machinery whatever 


Is used in the work. No gigantic wheels 
or buzzing snws make the room noisy 
with their revolutions. Over in one corner 
stand a stove and a big boiler, in which 
the glue is melted. 
This Is the only im- 


plement, besides tho tiny tools, which is 
brought into a work that is essentially a 
work of the hands. 


The tools are as rude and immature RR 


those of the aborigines. Yet no other tools 
are needed. 
Those used by the sculptor 


are pieces of flat, highly polished wood, 
6 or 8 inches In length and very blunt. 
Tools are also used upon the plaster cast 
to round out sharp, harsh corners. These 
are of metal, 10 Inches in length, flat, 
pointed and fashioned with rows of tiny 
teeth on either side. 


A certain kind of decorative work Is 


made by these plasterers which looks, 
when completed, like wood. 
Instead of 


Piaster, a kind of composition, tbe making 
of which is a secret, is used. This compo- 
sition when dry is grained, admits of the 
Introduction of filling and is susceptible of 
as high a polish as any hard wood. 
Deco- 


rative work in this composition is used as 
molding and other wall finishing, as the 
caps .of-wooden columns and in all the 
various phases of interior or exterior fin- 
ish. • It is durable, resists the Inclemency 
of the weather and doe8.nott'Cosb as much 
as the carved wood itself, and, when com- 
pleted cannot be distinguished from tbe 
latter.—Chicago Times-Herald.

"FLIES" ON VESSELS. 


Sot the little Insect, but a Weather Vane 


to Aid In Steering. 


There is much curious sea lore in an 


article by Gustav Kobbe on "Steering 
Without a Compass'' in St. Nicholas. Mr. 
Kobbe says: 


The fly at the masthead is often used as 


» sign to steer by. It revolves ou a pivot, 
and hence, liko a weather vuno, shows tho 
direction from which tho wind is blowing, 
whereas • a flag attached to u halyard 
streams directly astern or at an angle more 
or less affected by the spued nnd course' of 
tho vessel. 
A gluuco at the fly having 


shown the wind's direction, a glunco at 
tiie hinnuolo shows from what point of thn 
compass it comes. Then, by wutohlng the 
fly, and thus keeping the ship tihvays at 
the same angle to the wiud, you aroablu 
to keep her on her course. 


The ships of different nations huve dis- 


tinctive flics. The American and tho Eng- 
lish fly is a little triangular pennon. Gor- 
man ships often have a small tapering 
bag at tho masthead, and JPronoh voxels u 
dog vane—a line of corks with colored 
feathers on a wire. 
The steamers of the 


French line from New York to Havre have 
a dog vane at each masthead. It is one of 
their distinguishing murks. 


Steering by the fly is one way of steering 


by the wind, but thoro arc other trickf 
for finding the wind point. 
A sailor can 


find tho point of a stiff breeze by simply 
letting it blow against bis face. 
In a 


light air, almost a calm, he lifts his cup 
and turns his bend until he fouls the cool 
breath on his moist brow, which is far 
more seiif-Hivo than his sun tanned face, 
or he moistens the edge of his hand and, 
turning it toward the wind, waves it gon- 
tly back and forth and tound fro until the 
coolness of the air is felt on one sldo of 
that narrow surface and not on tho other. 
In heavier airs he will moisten the palm 
*of tbe hand and hold it flat to the wind. 
The wind point being found, the ship Is 
sailed as close to the wind as possible, the 
helmsman keeping his eye on the sail 
leech. 
The Icust quiver, and a turn of the 


wheel keeps her off enough to fill her sails, 
but with an experienced hand on tho 
wheel there will be no quiver along the 
leech, for an "A. B." con tell by,the feel 
of tho helm when the ship is about tocomo 
up into the wind. As the vessel conies up 
the strain on the rudder is lessoned, und by 
quickly checking her he keeps the sails 
"rap full and asleep"—keeps them from 
quivering—and hol'ds her on her ooursn 
without 60 much as c glunoe at t lie com- 
pass. 


CONSCIENCE'S PROMPTINGS. 


Those Who Have Defrauded the Govern- 


ment Have Sent Bauk (300,000. 


"So strong is tho influence wielded by 


conscience und so frequently docs it cause 
the wronpdoer to utone for his sin that for 
the past 85 years the conscience fund bus 
been officially refognized us one of the rog- 
ular sources of revenue for tho United 
States government," writes Clifford How- 
ard in The Ladies' Home Journal. "Dur- 
ing this time the consciences of the Amer- 
ican people huvo added to Uncle Sum's re- 
sources at the rate of about $800 u mouth, 
or a total sum up to the present year of 
something over $300,000—the amounts of 
the individual contributions varying from 
a few cents to several thousand dollars. 


"Tho smallest contribution ever made 


to tbe conscience fund was received in May, 
1896, and consisted of a 2 cent stump, 
which was inclosed in the following letter 
of explanation: 'I once sent a letter in 
with a photograph (unsealed), which I 
have since learned was not lawful. 
I In- 


close stamp to make it right.' 
By a curi- 


ous coincidence the largest sum ever con- 
tributed reached the treasury department 
about tho same time that tho stamp was 
received. This was a bill of exchange for 
$14,335.15, which hud been sent to the sec- 
retary of state by the consul general at 
London, to whom the money had been 
given by u clergyman on behalf of a per- 
son unknown, no nnme being given." 


The Spider Growing Industry.

ward und visible sign is taken as convinc- 
ing evidence of age. 
We grieve to have to 


record that the trust may now be mis- 
placed. 
A bulletin of the division of en- 


tomology of the United States department 
of agriculture says that in France and 
Pennsylvania an industry bus recently 
sprung up, which consists of the farming 
ot spiders for the purpose of stocking wine 
cellars, and thus securing almost Imme- 
diate coating of cobwebs to new wine bot- 
tles, giving them the appearance of grea^ 
age. This industry Is carried on in a little 
French villuge in the department of Loire 
and near Philadelphia, where Epeira vul- 
garis and Nephila plumipes are raised in 
large quantities and sold to wine mer- 
chant at the rate of $10 per hundred. This 
application of entomology to industry, is 
one which will not be highly commended. 
—Nature.

Then I am half way 
between Mattnicua and White Head and 
hurrying toward the lock to light the 
lamps there before sunset. Sometimes 1 
walk ou the wator, sometimes I am in u 
boat and sometimes I seem going In thu 
air—1 must alw&ys see the lights burning 
In both places before I wake. I always go 
through the same scenes In cleaning the 
lamps and lighting them, and I feel a 
greut deal more worried In my dreams than 
When Jmn awake.
